No. 11.— A Rhodlan Sixteenth Century Glazed Earthenware Plate, painted with flowers and leaves in red, ereen and blue on 
a white ground, as indicated by the key (see sketch). The scroll border to the rim and the whole of the outline of the flowers, 
etc., is painted in strong black lines. From the Collection in the South Kensington Museum. 
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No. 10— Is an old Italian Wood Bellows, carved with a grotesque 
mask, etc., and on the reverse side with satyrs and a eupid. The 
nozzle is chiselled bronze. Tbe bellows is two feet six inches long 
by ten three-quarter inches wide. The style is Venetian and the date 
is about 1550. From the South Kensington Museum. 
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A Silver-gilt German Tankard, decorated with flowers, fruit, and strap 
work in repousse work. The Tankard stands nine inches high and the diam- 
eter at the foot is five Inches. The style is Seventeenth Century German 
work (Augsburg), In the South Kensington Museum. 
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A Dish in Damascus Ware, about fifteen and a half inches in diameter, ornamented with carnations, 
tulips, hyacinths, etc. The ground of the centre and the outer rim of the dish, as well as the buds in 
the centre ring, are shown tinted black, indicates a mottled indigo blue of a medium tone of color. 
The ground bf the middle or centre ring aDd all the other parts shown white is of a creamy white 
color. The whole of the deaicn is boldly outlined in black and the filling in is tinted with light blue, 
yellowish green and mottled blue, as before mentioned, as well as indicated by the key annexed to the 
sketch. The Dish is from the collection in the British Museum. 
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An Ancient Greek Amphora of Corinthian brass, patinated. It stands about two feet high- 
Lent by the Honorable Ashley „G. Ponsonby, to the authorities^ the ;Soutb]. Kensington 
Museum. 
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Front Yieur. 

A fine Old English Oak Cabinet, the upper part of which forms a" cupboard, under which are three large drawers . the lower part is open from front to back. The centre panel in the upper portion is set 
back from the two side panels four inches, and is carved with a representation of the Adoration of the Magi. The date is early Seventeenth Century, and is in the South Kensington Museum.
